foot between 9 and IO a. m. 
Measurements by Dr. A. M. Hutch­ 
inson, weather observer, showed a 
stage of 19.8 feet at 9 and 19.7 feet 
IO o'clock. 
During the same 
period unofficial observers at Verne 
Station and at the city incinerator 
plant reported a drop of one and 
one half inches and two incite 3 re­ 
spectively. 
Tulsa, although 99 per cent high 
and dry, would now be at the mercy 
of any big fire as no homes in the 
city today had water running from 
their faucets 
The city has always 
depended upon bottled water for 
drinking purposes and 
there 
is 
plenty of that.. There are also hun­ 
dreds of deep we Ii s. 
When flood waters brokers through 
the dikes, hastily constructed around 
the toiler room at the pumping sta­ 
tion, fires under the boilers had to 
be drawn to prevent an explosion. 
It was said today ibat the fires 
probably could not be lighted again 
before tomorrow night or Friday 
morning.

KILL CHINCH BUGS

HUGHES RIDES TWO HORSES. 


Secretary of State Hughes, in 
a recent 
speech which is evidently important, says 
at the outset, that all’s well in the world. 
"‘Today,” he tells us, “notwithstanding the 
gravity 
of 
unsettled 
issues, 
we 
find 
throughout the world ample reason for en­ 
couragement in the earnest efforts to re­ 
move the economic evils following the great 
war, in the exhibition of enhanced indus­ 
trial capacity, in the swift repair of dam ­ 
aged areas, in the extraordinary extent of 
recovery despite all difficulties.” 
A ppar­ 
ently he gives much of the credit to the 
Washington arms conference. 
This con­ 
ference, he declares, achieved “a disarma­ 
ment of thought” and “managed to scrap 
-distrust as well as the vessels of war.” 
Then, having said all this, Mr. Hughes 
proceeded to unsay a good part of it. 
“So 
great has been the progress,” he continued, 
“ that it is not too much to 
say that the 
whole aspect of affairs 
would 
instantly 
change if only means could be found to dis­ 
pel the fear and apprehension which is the 
barrier to accord and to give a sund basis 
for the confidence which all desire. 
. . . 
It is idle to talk of preventing war unless 
the 
people 
are 
intent 
on 
maintaining 
peace.” 
We would not be hypercritical, but it is 
a little hard to make out just where this 
leaves us. 
We would not be unfair to Mr. 
Hughes, but he seems to make in one part 
or his address statements which cannot be 
reconciled with what he says in the next 
part. 
Let us hasten to add that we see a 
possible explanation of this seeming incon­ 
sistency. 
When Mr. Hughes says that the 
Washington arms conference achieved a 
disarmament of thought” and “ managed to 
scrap distrust as well as the vessels of w ar” 
he may be referring wholly to the Ameri- 
can-Japanese situation. 
Then, when he 
goes on to show that there has been no dis­ 
armament of thought and no scrapping of 
distrust since no way has been found to 
“dispel the fear and apprehension which is 
the barrier to accord,” he may be referring 
to all the other situations which are before 
us. 
For it is as plain as anything can be that 
in the world in general there has been no 
“disarmament of thought,” no “scrapping 
of distrust.” 
France and Germany are at 
dagger’s points and hatred of France is at 
white heat in the breasts of millions of Ger­ 
mans. 
Russia and 
Great 
Britain are at 
odds and the latter has recently dispatched 
an ultimatum to the former. 
Poland has 
been strengthening her defense. The Turks 
and the*French have been threatening each 
other at Lausanne. 
May one suggest without being classed 
among those too captious critics whom Mr. 
Hughes chides that the Secretary’s address 
is an effort to do a very difficult thing? It 
is an effort to prove on the one hand that 
the administration’s 
foreign 
policy 
has 
been a fine one and has achieved great re­ 
sults, and is, therefore deserving of public 
applause and support, and then prove on 
the other hand that the radical departure 
from that policy now proposed by the ad­ 
ministration in the form of its world court 
that plan is desirable and necessary. 
To 
prove the former proposition Mr. Hughes 
shows us that everything is lovely as a re­ 
sult of the administration’s policy up to this 
time. To prove the second proposition Mr. 
Hughes then shows us that everything is 
not lovely, but, on the contrary, very ugly, 
with fear and apprehension still a barrier 
to accord. 
Even if we assume that the first and 
roseate part of Mr. Hughe’s address refers 
only to American-Japanese relations, that 
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was only one item and not a very big one in 
a whole galaxy of trouble. 
And, besides, 
if the administration’s initiative cured the 
Amencan-Japanese 
trouble, 
why wasn’t 
the same method employed by the adminis­ 
tration in an effort to cure the other and 
greaten troubles? 
Mr. Hughes can make out a case, a first 
class case, for the change of policy which 
the administration now proposes in its plan 
of adhesion to the League court. 
But Mr. 
Hughes cannot make out a case for the 
policy which the administration has pur­ 
sued up to this time. 
In trying to do both 
these things and do them at the same mo­ 
ment he inevitably gets into deep water.

ANOTHER VICTORY FOR WOMAN. 
Another victory for the women is report­ 
ed— this time from Italy. 
There Mrs. Car­ 
rie 
Chapman 
Catt 
talked 
to 
Pre­ 
mier Mussolini, evidently not in vain. 
Mussolini, who is more of a dictator than a 
premier, not long after 
his 
conversation 
with Mrs. Catt appeared at the Ninth In­ 
ternational Suffrage Conference in prog­ 
ress at Rome and said: 
“I feel authorized 
in stating that the 
Fascisti 
government 
pledges itself to 
grant a vote 
to several 
classes of women, beginning with a local 
vote and then a national vote.” 
That is not 
full 
woman 
suffrage, of 
course, but it is a long step in that direc­ 
tion; and Mussolini’s promise is a promise 
worth having. 
The Fascisti chieftain does 
not seem to have lost prestige in Italy and 
he has been dictator there long enough now 
to reveal whatever weaknesses his person­ 
ality and mentality may contain. 
Appar­ 
ently none of these is serious, since he is as 
much cf a power as ever and is as highly 
thought of by his vast following as ever. 
Hence when he promises the institution of 
qualified woman suffrage in Italy, it may 
be taken for granted that qualified woman 
suffrage will be established there. 
The gentler sex goes marching on. Even 
in Russia it is a participant in government. 
In Turkey itself, where up to a short time 
ago, woman could not show her face, the 
sex is on its way to the goal of equal priv­ 
ileges and equal opportunity. 
W hat Italy 
is doing is only the natural, the inevitable 
thing. 
Mussolini is a mighty man, but he 
could not stem this world-wide current if he 
would and he has too much sagacity to try.

One year ago, a naturalized American 
citizen of Cleveland, Ohio, and his wife, 
went for a visit to their old home in Italy. 
Five months later a child was bom to them. 
Now, with the child seven months old, they 
return to the United States, and our im­ 
migration officials tell them that the par­ 
ents can come in, but the child must go 
back to Italy, as it is an 
alien 
and the 
Italian quota is exhausted. 
Up to the present time, The Star has be­ 
lieved that weak-mindedness was sufficient 
to explain the manner in which our immi­ 
gration laws are applied. 
In the face of 
this action, however, it is impossible to be 
so charitable. 
W hat is the purpose? 
Is it 
part of a plan to discredit the immigration 
act? 
Does not a child, born abroad of Ameri­ 
can parents, become an American citizen 
upon returning to this country 
If so, did 
not this child become an American citizen 
upon passing the three-mile limit? 
Natur­ 
ally, biologically and by adoption, and by 
all the laws of family life running back to 
the time of Abraham, that baby is an Amer­ 
ican. 
Suppose that the father, instead of being 
a Cleveland grocer, without friends or in­ 
fluence, had been a United States senator.

Prof. M. V. O’Shea has written a book on 
“Tobacco and Mental 
Efficiency” 
which 
has aroused the interest of the reviewers to 
a rather unusual extent. 
On the whole, it 
Beems to be a more pleasing volume to re­ 
viewers who smoke than to those who do 
not— and this in spite of Prof. O’Shea’s fail­ 
ure to declare tobacco a beneficial weed, 
which would have been the popular thing 
for him to do. 
The nearest he comes to 
pronouncing a frankly favorable verdict is 
the following statement, summing up the 
result of his investigation: 
“The general 
conclusion to be drawn from a study of the 
habits of men of the past and the testi­

efficiency of some 
individuals, 
hough it may be a detriment to others.” 
That, of course, although it is not a defl­ 
ate judgment, leaves the

leading foundrymen of the country 
who wrere here recently to attend

convention 
of 
the 
American 
Foundrymen’s Association, the tech­ 
nical organization of the foundry in­ 
dustry. 
The return to prosperity, coupled 
with the restriction of immigration 
and the present shortage of labor, is 
bringing about an overturn in the 
iron working trade, a change destin­ 
ed to dislodge hand labor in the next 
ten years and largely to elminate 
the old fashioned small foundry in 
favor of the foundry of mass produc­ 
tion, the foundrymen claim. 
Leaders in the foundry' 
industry 
foresee common labor growing more 
and more scarce; they foresee labor 
saving machinery developing to de- 
gres nver imagined before; the au­ 
tomobile industry calling for greater 
mass production, and the engineer 
and trained technician 
taking 
the 
place of the old rule of thumb bosses 
who have managed the foundries for 
years. 
Albert E. Howell, of Somerville, N. 
J., a newly elected director of the as­ 
sociation, predicted that In the new 
era of the machine in foundry prac­ 
tice, the old fashioned all around 
mechanic was disappearing. 
“Molders and laborers are 
both 
very scarce in te east,” Mr. Howell 
said. 
“Fewer young men are going 
into molding, partly, I suppose,

PARIS, June 15.—A railroad acci­ 
dent, which cost 350 lives and yet 
remained unknown to 
the

public because 
of war-time censor­ 
ship, will be commemorated Sunday 
at St. 
Michael-en-Maurienne 
when 
Minister of War Maginot unveils a 
monument to the dead. 
A train load of five hundred sol­ 
diers, on leave after fighting on the 
Piave beside their Italian allies, left 
Modane, In Savoie, 
November 
12, 
1917. 
The engineer said the train 
was too heavy to cross the mountain 
and refused to start until he receiv­ 
ed an order from his military super­ 
ior . 
His fear proved well founded and 
his engine went wild in descending 
into the valley. 
The only effect of 
the airbrakes was to set the cars on 
fire, and the train crashed into the 
stone bridge near the entrance to 
the station at S t Michael-en Maure- 
inne. 
More than 150 soldiers were taken 
out all of whom were more or less 
severely injured. Of the others, those 
who did not lose their lives in jump­ 
ing from the cars burned to death.

promotion from the start. 
George H. Stanton, president of 
the Stanton Trust and Savings Bank,

istration and that It was an indispen­ 
sible part of the plans. 
Characterizing 
the 
attacks 
as 
“party politics” Mr. Lasker called 
upon the democratic national com­ 
mittee, whose headquarters here re- j 
cently issued a statem ent criticising 1 
the projected five day cruise of the 
liner to Cuban waters as a waste of 


public funds, to “forget for the mo­ 
ment its temptation to misrepresent 
for political purposes.” 
Plans and specifications for the re­ 
conditioning of the liner, Mr. Lasker 
said, were prepared by experts en­ 
gaged by the 
the 
shipping 
board 
when John Barton Payne w’as chair­ 
man. In January of last year, he said, 
the experts asked for an appropriation 
of $120,000 to cover the cost of the 
trial trip, contemplated that it should 


extend at least 
five 
days, and the 
item w’as approved by congress. 
In accordance 
with the universal 
practice, Mr. 
Lasker 
said, the ex­ 
perts “insisted that 400 to 500 guests 
be asked on 
the 
Leviathan’s trial 
trip,” in order that the service ma­ 
chinery of the ship might be given a 


thorough test. 
Of the total estimat­ 
ed cost of $120,000 for the trip, Mr. 
Lasker estimated 
that
